Gabriel with recommendations for setting 
up rules governing the crediting of prior 
service.

Mr. Bancroft stated that there are a 
number of persons who were employed by 
the city prior to July 1, 1941, and who 
were not employed by the city on said 
date and who have or will re-enter the 
service of the city. He further said that 
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~ he thought the Board should adopt some 
- uniform practice with respect to crediting 
prior service to such individual’s service 
account. 


Mr. Hamilton said that the object of the 
Board of Trustees has been and should be 
to treat all employees alike in so far as 
is practicable. He also said that members 
of the Retirement System cease to be 
members if they are absent from city 
service more than 4 years in a period of 5 
consecutive years. The same being pro- 
* vided for in Article IV, section (2). That 
it was always his understanding that under 
Article III, section (9) if they return 
to city service after an absence of more 
than 4 years in a period of 5 consecutive 
years they lose credit for their membership 
service previously rendered. He also said 
that the purpose of the 4 out of 5 year 
provision is to protect the individual whose 
absence from service is involuntary, aris- 
ing from causes beyond his control and 
that any absence in excess of 4 years may 
be construed to be voluntary on the part 
of the individual. 


It was then stated by Mr. Sanderson 
that adoption of such a practice with re- 
spect to former employees who are re- 
employed by the city, will make their treat- 
ment with respect to previous service the 
same as the treatment which is accorded 
new employees who enter the city’s serv- 
ice for the first time after July I, 1941. 


Mr. Haywood stated that he thought it. 


would not prevent the re-employment of 
individuals who might possibly have work- 
ed for the city a number of years ago 
and that it would not penalize the indiv- 
idual who has been absent from service 
less than 4 years m the period of 5 con- 
secutive years preceding the date of his 
re-employment by the city. 


After further discussion it was moved 
by Mr. Bancroft and seconded by Mr. Hay- 
wood that the following rule be adopted: 


Resolved: That individuals who (1) were 
not in the employ of the city on July 1, 
1941, and (2) who are re-employed by the 
city after July 1, 1941, be entitled to prior 
service credit in accordance with the fol- 
lowing rules: 


(a) If the individual was absent from 
city service 4 or more years within a 
period of 5 consecutive years preceding his 
re-employment by the city, his service ac- 
count shall not be credited with any prior 
service which he may have rendered prior 
to the aforementioned lapse in service. 


(b) If the individual was absent from 
eity service less than 4 years within a 
period of 5 consecutive years preceding the 
date of his re-employment by the city, then 
his service account shall be credited with 
the number of years and months of prior 
service rendered by him. 


(c) This rule shall be effective as to all 
who become contributing members on and 
after October 20, 1943. 
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\
